months from the passing of this Act, notwithstanding that six S^-ears'in^ 
years or upwards may have elapsed from the time when the note eertain cases - 
became payable. 

3. A renewal of a promissory note purporting to have been Validation of 
25 made under the principal Act shall not be invalid or incapable of renewals of 

being enforced in any court or liable to stamp duty by reason only not“s in°2r- 
of the original note having been made in contravention of section ta i Q cases, 
thirty-eight of that Act, which prohibits the transaction of the 
business of a loan society at the places therein specified. 
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4. In the case of any proceedings taken under the Charitable 
Loan Societies (Ireland.) Acts, 1843 to 1905, the complainant or 
defendant may, subject to rules of court, appeal to the county 
court from any decision of a court of summary jurisdiction, and 
no appeal shall, in the case of such proceedings, lie to a court of 5 
quarter sessions. 

5. This Act may be cited as the Charitable Loau Societies 
(Ireland) Act, 1905, and sli all he construed as one with the 
Charitable Loan Societies (Ireland) Act, 1900 ; and the principal 
Act, the said Act of 1900, and this Act may be cited together as 10 
the Charitable Loan Societies (Ireland) Acts, 1843 to 1905. 
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
